Water plant rated tops 
in fluoride system 


The Massachusetts Dental Society 
recently honored the Andover Depart- 
ment of Public Works Water Filtration 
Plant for its efforts to maintain optimal 
fluoride levels in its water system dur- 
ing 1998. It was one of the top fluorida- 
tion systems in the state. 

“We are very proud of these recipi- 
ents for their outstanding efforts on 
behalf of dental health care," said Dr. 
Michael Swartz, president of the Massa- 
chusetts Dental Society. The fluorida- 
tion awards were announced during the 
Society’s annual meeting. 

Studies have shown that fluoridation 
reduces tooth decay in children and 
adults by as much as 50 percent. Some 
3.5 million Massachusetts residents in 
more than 120 cities and towns benefit 
from fluoridated water. 

The Massachusetts Department of 
Public Health estimates that fluorida- 
tion prevents more than two million 
cavities in these communities each 
year, saving more than $50 million in 
dental expenses. 

The Department of Public Health 
monitors fluoride levels, and this year’s 
award-recipients met a revised and 
more stringent standard. 

“The Massachusetts Dental Society 
recognizes the important role local 
water departments play in improving 
the dental health of citizens of the Com- 
monwealth,” Swartz said, “and these 
awards recognize departments that 
have turned in outstanding perfor-

The state Department of Environmental 
Protection has signed off on permits for a 
retrofit — the addition of federally required 
pollution control equipment — at the NESWC 
incinerator in North Andover. 

Frank Ferraro, vice president. of environ- 
mental management and public policy at 
Wheelabrator, the plant’s owner, says the 
success of the application was based on Whee- 
labrator’s ability to meet conditions of the 
permit. 

“Tt’s sort of like getting a driver’s license. 
You pass the test, you pass the vision test, 
you get a license,” he says. 

But area residents who, based on that anal- 
ogy, believe it would be best if Wheelabrator 
never left its driveway, issued comments to 
the DEP urging the agency not only to deny 
the permit, but to shut the plant down. 

Members of the Lawrence Environmental 
Action Group and Alternatives for Communi- 
ty and Environment, Clean Water Action and 
the Tellus Institute issued comments to the 
DEP about the project, as did four North 
Andover residents. An employee of MRI 
(Massachusetts Refusetech Inc., the Whee- 
labrator subsidiary that runs the NESWC 
plant) also submitted comments. 

Residents and environmentalists said the 
DEP should not allow any further mercury 
emissions from the plant unless it can be 
proven that it poses no threat to public 
health. 

The DEP responded that the real source of 
mercury that is a threat to public health is 
the waste stream, the cleanup of which is part 
of the states’s “regional action plan.” 

Commentators also charged that by allow-

ing the plant to continue to emit mercury, 
MRI was violating the civil rights of minori- 
ties, who often fish in local lakes and rivers, 
creating an “unlawfully disparate impact on 
minority fishing communities in the Merri- 
mack Valley.” 

The DEP replied that the retrofit require- 
ments will reduce mercury emissions from 
the plant by more than 80 percent. 

“The commentator implicitly requests 
that DEP order the facility to cease opera- 
tions because it is currently impossible to 
achieve a zero mercury emission standard. 
So long as the waste products discarded by 
residents and businesses in the NESWC ser- 
vice area contain mercury, closure of the 
MRI facility would not prevent potential 
exposure of the population, water bodies and 
fish to mercury, which comes from a multi- 
tude of local, regional, current and historic 
and natural and anthropomorphic sources,” 
the DEP said. 

In response to many comments about the 
risk of pollution from the MRI plant, DEP 
cites its recent “Aggregate Impact Study” of 
what air quality is expected to be like when 
area incinerators are retrofitted. 

In order to determine whether post-retro- 
fit emissions from the North Andover and 
Haverhill incinerators would meet DEP 
guidelines, researchers at the DEP conducted 
an “Aggregate Impact Study For Inhalation 
Exposures To Air Toxics Emitted From 
Incinerators In The Merrimack Valley: Post 
Retrofit Case,” the results of which are avail- 
able on the DEP Web site, http://www.mag- 
net.state.ma.us/dep. 

The study concludes that post-retrofit 
aggregate emissions from the North Andover 
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and Haverhill municipal waste 
incinerators and the medical 
waste incinerator in Lawrence 
will meet DEP guidelines if a 
more stringent limit on cadmium 
emissions is required for 
NESWC. 

Ferraro says no significant 
changes in the NESWC retrofit 
plan were made as a result of the 
public comments issued to the 
DEP. The plan was designed to 
meet general DEP regulations, 
and regulations made specifical- 
ly for municipal waste com- 
busters, which includes an addi-

tional draft permit and public 
comment period, he says. 

Now that DEP and local per- 
mits have been issued, the next 
step is to start construction, Fer- 
raro says. He expects the new 
equipment to be operating by 
November 2000. 

The Lawrence medical waste 
incinerator is not required to 
retrofit by 2000 like other incin- 
erators. Regulations regarding 
the upgrade of medical waste 
incinerators is expected to be 
issued sometime this year, 
according to a DEP report.

Residents of Ballardvale who believe the 
expansion of Genetics Institute will signifi- 
cantly add to the traffic problem in their 
neighborhood have filed an appeal in an 
effort to overturn the Andover Planning 
Board’s decision to approve the project. 

With the help of Attorney Arthur Sullivan 
of Lowell, 27 Ballardvale residents filed a 
complaint June 16 in Essex Superior Court, 
charging that the planning board incorrectly 
determined that the development proposed 
by Genetics Institute would not be a detri- 
ment to the town because it “has never been 
singled out as the sole cause or even a major 
cause of traffic congestion, and, if anything, 
could be raised at most as an incremental ele- 
ment of a larger and more complex situa- 
tion,” according to the board’s decision. 

Residents say the development will gener- 
ate an increase in traffic that will exacerbate 
conditions already defined as the lowest level 
of service. 

“The traffic situation is hazardous and 
absolutely nothing ever has been done up 
until this time. We knew the only route was 
the legal route,” says Jean Verzola-Henry, 
one of the resident plaintiffs. 

In response to the public outcry over traf- 
fic in Ballardvale, sparked by the recent 
expansion of Genetics, town officials have 
formed a task force to address the issue. 

Town Manager Buzz Stapczynski says he 
still seeks to fill five or six slots, but says 


members named so far include local resi- 
dents Philip Wormwood, Douglas White, 
Jean Verzola-Henry, Chris Huntress, 
Lawrence P. Johnson, Joseph Watson of J.W. 
Watson Jr. Inc., and Skip Hartwell, head of 
security and traffic for Genetics, and an 
Andover resident. 

They are scheduled to meet tonight at 7:30 
in the thirdfloor conference room of the 
Town Offices. 

As to having residents on the task force 
who are also residents appealing the Plan- 
ning Boards decision, Stapczynski says the 
appointments were approved by Town Coun- 
sel Thomas Urbelis. 

Verzola-Henry says she would step down 
from the task force if officials felt it was nec- 
essary, but adds that if the task force can 
solve the problem, residents would drop the 
appeal. , 

“We're not after anything but reduced 
traffic,” Verzola-Henry says. 

Task force appointee White is also named 
as a plaintiff in the appeal. 

Planning Board Chairman Michael Miller 
declined to comment on the appeal, other 
than to say that the traffic mitigation 
required in conditions of the special permit 
would not be required if the appeal of the 
decision were upheld. 

“No one is saying that everything is going 
to be fine if there is no expansion (of Genet- 
ics). Genetics has been a force helping to try 
and solve these problems,” he says.

fund, which would then have forced it to 
distribute profits to shareholders, who 
would then get hit with huge tax bills, 
according to one report. 

A federal regulation requires any com- 
pany with more than 40 percent of its assets 
in investment securities to define itself as a 
mutual fund. CMGI was already into that 
realm, but the Securities and Exchange 
Commission gave it until October to correct 
the imbalance. The acquisition of AltaVista 
is expected to do it. 

For AltaVista, which had fallen far 
behind other search engines like Yahoo and 
Lycos, the acquisition was seen as a boost, 
since CMGI is expected to create a niche for 
it, as a portal to its other properties. 

CMGI shares, which had fallen to as low 
as 77 just three weeks ago, were up 5's 
Wednesday morning, to 115’.

Andover Police Department meter man 
and parking-ticket writer Dave Cantone is 
used to hearing certain words directed at 
him by illegal parkers. 

But lately, two little words he’s heard 
from them have really caught his attention: 
Thank you. 

Since the town started giving people “the 
boot,” instead of a tow, parkers with stacks 
of tickets have been less nasty to Cantone, 
he says. That’s been one unexpected benefit 
of the town using the boot, a restraining 
device that fits around a vehicle’s tire, 
immobilizing the vehicle until its owner 
pays the parking tickets he or she owes. 

Police say they like using the boot better 
than towing, because cars can be damaged 
when they are towed. But the added civility 
hasn’t hurt anyone either. 

“It’s great. You know why? People don’t 
see their car dragged away by the tow 
truck,” says Cantone. “It’s been a blessing 
in that regard.” 

About a half dozen people have already 
been given the boot, which Andover Police 
Chief Brian Pattullo says is used “almost 
once a day.” 

“It’s really working out well. People, 
even though they hate to pay $50 to get the 
boot off, are not as upset as they were when 
they came back and found their car gone,” 
says Pattullo. “At least they still know 
where their car is. They seem less agitat- 
ed.”

The first boot was given to an 
Andover Bank employee who 
liked to leave his car near the 
bank, and owed $455 in tickets and 
fines, says Pattullo. On Monday, 
an offender who owed the town 
$387 received a boot. 

In total, the boot could be used 
to help collect more than $50,000 
in overdue tickets and fines. 

Some people have even been 
happy to see Cantone, since he’s 
the man who can take the boot off 
their car. 

“They’ve even been thankful 
when I’m taking (the boot) off. 
They say, ‘Thank you,” says Can- 
tone, “which is totally different than what 
I’m used to.

Word this week that a small group has 
been meeting to create a youth center in 
Andover is great news, not only for the 
town’s adolescents, but for everybody else 
as well.

Larsen says the group has dis- 
cussed creating a 10,000-square-foot 
youth center with several rooms for 
offices or smaller meetings. There 
should also be a large multi-purpose 
room with a cathedral-like ceiling, so 
indoor sports such as basketball and 
volleyball can be played in there, he 
says. 

Larsen described the building as 
“a functional center,” and “nothing 
elaborate.” 

Although some officials have 
talked previously about using the 
current senior center adjacent to 
Doherty Middle School for a youth 
center, once seniors move into their 
new center, Larsen says that area is 
inadequate. One problem is that there 
is not any room for an indoor gymna- 
sium, he says. 

Larsen would not comment on 
where the center might be built, how- 
ever there are very few town-owned 
parcels of land available. Two such 
places near playing fields are land 
near the West Andover fire station 
and land in Recreation Park off Abbot 
Street. 

In 1995, residents defeated an earli- 
er effort aimed at building a youth 
center in Rec Park. 

The 1995 plan was for the Shaw- 
sheen Extended Day program to build 
facilities for youth. SHED would then 
have used some of the space to house 
its own before- and after-school pro- 
grams for kids. 

But the effort, which required a 
two-thirds majority, failed by 68 
votes. Many Andover officials who 
voted against the idea said there had 
not been enough planning. In discus- 
sions following Town Meeting, offi-

cials and residents asked Youth 

Services to focus on adding more 

programs before it tried again to 

build a center. 
Since 1995, the number of youth 
programs has grown considerably 
under the leadership of Youth Ser- 
vices Director Bill Fahey. 

Selectmen have lauded Fahey’s 
work this year, and have also asked 
Town Manager Buzz Stapczynski to 
consider giving Fahey a raise and 
making Youth Services its own 
department, rather than part of Com- 
munity Services. 

There also seems to be more sup- 
port from town officials for a youth 
center than there was in the past. 
Police Chief Brian Pattullo is one of 
those who supports building a youth 
center. 

“Youth Services has been amaz- 
ing,” says Pattullo. “They’ve really 
done an excellent job and helped out a 
lot of kids.” 

Although police have arrested sev- 
eral Andover youth for under-age 
drinking during the last few weeks, 
police have found fewer youths drink- 
ing illegally in recent years, says Pat- 
tullo. 

Kids probably will continue to 
drink on town ahd school property if 
they feel there is little else for them to 
do, he says, but youth center would 
give them a safe place to gather. 


“People say we can open the 


schools (at night). I think it has to go 
one step beyond that, and give them 
something that’s separate from the 
school,” he says. 

“As a town I think we have an 
obligation to provide the kids with 
some kind of recreation. When I was 
growing up we had a bowling alley,” 
says Pattullo. “There was a movie the- 
ater on Essex Street. The schools had 
dances almost every Friday night. 
There were just a lot of things to do.”

Steps to new senior center are under way 


By Taylor Armerding 

A lease to secure it may not be signed 
for at least a couple of months. The 
money to pay for it probably won’t be 
raised until at least the end of the year — 
perhaps well beyond that. The support of 
some local officials for it may never be 
forthcoming. 

But the process leading to a new 
senior center at Williams Hall on the 
Phillips Academy campus is officially 
under way. In early June, 11 firms 
responded to the town’s RFP (Request 
For Proposals) for architectural and 
engineering services, aimed at not only 
transforming Will Hall into the new cen- 
ter, but preserving its historical integrity 
as well. 

According to David Harding, the 
town’s construction project manager, 
“that’s a good turnout, given the market. 
It speaks well for the level of interest (in 
the project).” 

Harding says the bidders include 
“some very accomplished architectural 
firms that have done historic preserva- 
tion work in the area.” 

While he stresses that he has no 
favorites among the contenders, he says 
evidence of their stature is that one of 
them has done work for the Gardner 
Museum and another has been involved 
with projects at Harvard University. 

Harding says the town hopes to select 
a firm by August. The design process is 
then expected to take about a year, start- 
ing with a schematics that will be 
reviewed by building committees for 
both the town and PA. 

The next stages include design devel- 
opment, technical specifications and 
finally construction documents, from 
which a contractor can build. The town 
hopes to seek construction bids by some- 
time next summer, and have the center 
open by the fall of 2001. 

“There will be reviews all along this 
process,” Harding says. 

The bidders include:

Of course, this is all expected to cost 
about $4 million, and the Friends of the 
Andover Senior Center, who have 
promised to pay for it, are now into the 
“quiet phase” of their fund-raising cam- 
paign. 

The Friends, along with the Council 
on Aging, convinced an overwhelming 
majority at Town Meeting this past April

through it. 
to support the Will Hall option. 


Ken Parsons, a veteran fund raiser 
hired by the Friends, says this so-called 
“quiet” phase is typical of any major 
fund drive. It is a time, he says, to 
approach major donors, including citi- 
zens, corporations and foundations to 
“determine their level of interest and 
support.” 

The hope, in any such drive, is to 
come out of that phase “with a sense of 
momentum,” he says, that will carry into 
the “public” phase, where a larger con- 
tingent of volunteers will be assigned a 
number of individuals to approach, and 
to encourage everyone who can to get 
involved “at the appropriate level.” 

“We want to try to demonstrate the 
true value of this,” Parsons says, “that 
it’s not the building itself, but the ser- 
vices that are going to be provided with- 
in it.” 

The third piece of the process is the 
negotiation of a lease that will satisfy 
representatives of the seniors and offi- 
cials of both the town and PA. 

That, says Town Manager Buzz 
Stapczynski, may get done much more 
quickly than anything else. 

“Td like to sign it in the next month or 
so,” he says, “and get it over with. There 
may be some delays with summer vaca- 
tions, but I don’t think there are going to 
be a lot of sticking points. Just some clar- 
ification of uses.” 

The draft lease, which PA officials 
sent to the town last October, is modeled 
after the one the school had with the 
SHED after-school program. 

As such, it will need some significant 
changes, Stapczynski says, but he adds 
that he doesn’t think they will be terribly 
difficult to negotiate. 

For example, the draft lease calls for 
PA to have the right to approve or reject 
“a detailed construction budget, plans 
and specifications and construction con- 
tracts for the improvements, including 
landscaping, structural, __ electrical,

mechanical or plumbing plans and speci- 
fications.” 

“That is a lot of control,” Stapczynski 
says, noting that “our heartburn on that 
is that some of it is related to Chapter 30B 
(the state law that governs bidding on 
public projects). 

Stapczynski says that language “won't 
work with us the way it did with SHED. 
But it’s something I think we can talk 
out.” 

There are also a number of references 
to taxes and mortgages in the draft lease, 
which the town manager says will be 
taken out. It is possible, he says, that the 
Friends may decide to borrow some 
money in advance of pledges, “but I’m 
(the town) not borrowing anything,” he 
says. 

The other major issue that has come 
up in the past regarding the lease is the 
permitted uses of the center. At least 
some officials were under the impression 
that the building would be available for 
community events from time to time, 
and word that there would be no alcohol 
served at the building came as an 


The | Andover/North Andover 
YMCA is slated for expansion this 
summer, to respond a growing mem- 
bership now at more than 8,000.

unpleasant surprise. 

But Andover’s Director of Elder Ser- 
vices Jeanne Madden and Michael 
Williams, director of facilities at PA, 
both say this restriction is really no dif- 
ferent than that of any town facility, with 
the infrequent exception of Old Town 
Hall functions like the Taste of Andover. 

“We'll be able to do everything we do 
at the current center,’ Madden says, 
adding that this means sharing the facili- 
ty with other groups, and running pro- 
grams that involve local youth. 

Specifically, a memo from Madden to 
Stapczynski dated Jan. 25, 1999, lists the 
activities the center intends to sponsor. 

Small-group activities that would run 
daily, weekly or monthly. 

Large-group activities that would run 
one to four times a year would include 
educational programs and guest speak- 
ers. 

While the proposed new center has 
the unqualified support of a majority of 
the Board of Selectmen, the Council on 
Aging, the Friends, PA officials and, if 
April’s vote is any indication, local resi- 
dents, the two selectmen on the board 
who opposed the proposed lease remain 
opposed. 

“I haven’t seen anything that has 
changed my mind about it,” says Select- 
man Lori Becker. 

And her colleague, Larry Larsen, says 
he doesn’t intend to sign the lease at any 
time. “I can’t in good conscience affirm 
what I think is a bad plan,” he says. 

Larsen goes so far as to say he is 
unimpressed with the Town Meeting 
vote. “I don’t think the people have spo- 
ken,” he says. “I think that (the presenta- 
tion at Town Meeting) was a burlesque 
performance.” 

Larsen says he believes the proposed 
new center, on private property, is both 
“inappropriate and too expensive. The 
town has no business doing this with a 
private entity,” he says. 

But, given the vote, “I really have no 
option but to let it proceed,” he says.

The New Hampshire 
Supreme Court has 
upheld each of the con- 
victions against former 
Phillips Academy 
teacher David O. Cobb, 
the subject of the infa- 
mous “Pumpkin Man” 
child pornography case. 

Cobb was sentenced 
to eight to 15 years in 
jail in June 1996, for 
attempted felonious 
assault on a 12-year-old 
boy, for 268 counts of 
possessing child pornog- 
raphy, and for charges 
of showing pornography to a child. 

Cobb was arrested in Farmington, 
N.H. in 1995, after allegedly offering 
children money to help him dress 
and undress retarded children he 
told them were swimming at a near- 
by camp. 

When Cobb was arrested, he was 
wearing a shirt that said “Camp 
KYO for retarded children” on it. 
There is no such camp. 

A police search of Cobb’s knapsack 
allegedly revealed a pumpkin-head 
mask, lotion, a camera and a price list 
outlining payment for various acts to 
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David Cobb

be performed on “pump- 
kin man.” The list con- 
tained an offer of $20 for 
“allowing pumpkin man 
to lotion you — under- 
wear off.” 

Cobb appealed the 
attempted felonious sexu- 
al assault charge, 53 
charges of exhibiting or 
displaying child pornog- 
raphy and 267 charges of 
possessing child pornog- 
raphy. 

Cobb’s attorney, 
Cathy Green, argued the 
appeal before the court 
Dec. 3, 1997. More than a 
year passed before the state Supreme 
Court ruled on Cobb’s appeal Thurs- 
day, June 24. 

Green argued 12 issues, including 
whether there was sufficient circum- 
stantial evidence to prove Cobb had 
attempted felonious sexual assault on 
a child. 

In its ruling, the court listed all of 
the evidence against Cobb, including 
the contents of his knapsack. It said 
photographs in the knapsack con- 
tained written captions that made it 
clear on what part of the body the 
“lotioning” should take place.

The federal Environmental Protec- 
tion Agency (EPA) is cracking down on 
sewer overflow and cited the Greater 
Lawrence Sanitary District (GLSD) in 
North Andover for discharging raw 
sewage into the Merrimack River. 

Amy Miller, spokesperson for the 
EPA, says that since the GLSD does not 
have separate pipes for rain water and 
sewage, in heavy storms, sewage bound 
for the sewage treatment plant flows 
straight into the river. 

“Some of the region’s sewer systems 
have pipes that are 100 years old or 
older,” Miller says. 

According to the EPA, the GLSD, 
which serves Andover, North Andover, 
Methuen, Lawrence and Salem, N.H., 
processes 52 million gallons per day, 
and has five combined sewer pipes that 
discharge into the Merrimack River. 


“Most of the sewer pipes. in 
Lawrence and a portion of those in 
Methuen are combined _ sewers,” 
according to the EPA. 


Andover’s Director of Public Works 
Bob McQuade says that the combined 
sewer overflow problem for GLSD is 
not as great as that of the Lowell sewer 
system, which sends sewage into the 
river “any time there is_ rain,”

McQuade says. 

Haverhill sewers also have a similar 
problem, he says. 

The GLSD system pollutes the river 
only in heavy rains, he says, and 
expects a consultants report to confirm 
that the North Andover treatment 
plant has less of an impact, McQuade 
says. 

“T think that results will show it has 
very little effect on the river,” McQuade 
says. 

The five communities that use the 
GLSD share the cost of the overflow 
study, which is now being conducted by 
Camp Dresser & McKee of Cambridge. 

The results of the study may or may 
not require improvements to the sys- 
tem, the cost of which would also be 
shared by the communities, McQuade 
says. 

Miller says the deadline for sewer 
improvements in the areas recently tar- 
geted is 2002. The Boston Harbor 
cleanup, which was recently completed, 
was largely due to the correction of 
combined sewer overflow problems, 
Miller says.

“T've had the greatest job in the world and I’ve 
worked with the greatest people in the world 
This department is the best of the best as far as 
I’m concerned,” says Bernhardt. “I would match 
these guys with anybody, anywhere, anytime.” 

Bernhardt says “the only thing that will hurt” 
about retirement is not seeing the people with 
whom he’s worked during the years. 

What won’t he miss? 

“Pye thought more about what I will miss 
than what I won't miss,” he says, thinking. 

‘I guess I won't miss getting up (at crazy 
hours),” he laughs. 

Especially come Christmas morning. 


“It’s like moving next to a dump and say- 
ing, ‘Close the dump,” he says. “They’re 
blaming the town. They should be blaming 
the state. The state’s made so many promises 
(to improve area roads and highways) and 
they haven’t come through.” 

As for the changes in crime, Bernhardt 
says computer-related crime is clearly on 
the rise and will be an even larger problem 
in the future. Three or four Andover people 
have been involved during the last year in 
cases where someone used computers to try 
to solicit sex from a minor, he says. 

“It’s the Internet,” says Bernhardt. “We 
saw a big increase in this town in the past 
one-and-a-half to two years. They’re just 
preying on these young kids. Where does it 
stop?

Horribles Parade wasn’t always for kids

Little kids who line up for this year’s 
Horribles Parade July 4 will join a long 
line of residents who have marched in 
the parade over the years. 

But local historians aren’t sure 
exactly when this horrible line started 
forming. 

“We don’t know how old (the Horri- 
bles Parade) is. There’s no record old 
enough,” says Historical Society Cura- 
tor Tom Edmonds. “The Horribles 
Parade goes back before the Andover 
Townsman. I have a feeling it goes back 
to the 1820s or 1830s.” 

What is clear is that for more than 
100 years, children watched the Horri- 
bles Parade from the sidelines. An 1853 
newspaper and the society’s earliest 
photos of the parade show that for a 
century the July 4th event was decided- 
ly different than it is today. 

“Tt was an adult parade back then,” 
says Edmonds, “instead of being a 
stroller parade like it is today.” 

An 1853 newspaper article says resi- 
dents wore makeup, dressed like early

Americans and rode around in horse- 
drawn carriages. Edmonds says people 
were dressed in Halloween-like cos- 
tumes and many wore what they felt 
were “geeky-looking colonial clothes.” 

Later, while a few people mimicked 
ethnic minorities, most residents wore 
silly costumes meant as a joke. 

Photographs from the turn of the 
century show the majority of those in 
the parade wore makeup or masks, and 
dressed as hobos. Horses and carriages 
were also decorated with junk and 
dragged buckets behind them. 

Other residents used the parade as a 
chance to lampoon town officials 
including policemen, firefighters and 
public works employees. 

One year, people seemed particular- 
ly willing to needle the town for buying 
a new fire truck. 

One ugly carriage, covered in signs 
and driven by people dressed as fire- 
fighters, said, “What’s the matter with

our town fathers to approve of sutch 
[sic] junk. Why don’t they get wise?” 

Another, similar vehicle, labeled the 
truck Andover’s “new white elephant.” 

The Horribles Parade fizzled out 
during World War II, perhaps because 
the idea of America’s Independence no 
longer seemed like such a laughing 
matter. Edmonds suggests the Great 
Depression probably lessened the com- 
ic effect of dressing like hoboes as well. 

But the parade was resurrected in 
1982, and has been a children’s parade 
since that time, according to Historical 
Society data. 

In 1995, the society tried to bring 
political fireworks back to the Indepen- 
dence Day parade when they marched 
with masks of Town Manager Buzz 
Stapczynski. 

But the true face of the current Hor- 
ribles Parade remains that of an 
Andover child dressed in red, white 
and blue.

At present, it appears the local 
Fleet branches could be purchased by 
another financial giant from out of the 
region, or by one of the smaller banks 
in the region, such as Eastern Bank of 
Lynn or Century Bank and Trust of 
Medford. 

The most recent news on the pro- 
posed merger came from Washington 
last week, when the U.S. Justice 
Department indicated a willingness to 
let smaller, community banks bid on 
about 10 to 15 percent of the $16 billion 
in loans and deposits that will be sold 
off from Fleet and BankBoston to 
allow the merger to proceed. 

Until last week, most observers had 
thought the entire divestiture would 
be acquired by a major player from 
out of the region, since that would pre- 
sumably provide the stiffest competi- 
tion for the new FleetBoston. 

But under pressure from the Massa- 
chusetts congressional delegation, the 
Justice Department compromised. 

On Main Street, Andover, the news 
was greeted by local banks with some- 
thing of a collective shrug. Andover 
Bank President Gerald Mulligan 
says while his institution is looking to 
grow by acquiring branches in New 
Hampshire and Massachusetts, 
“We're not interested in something 
across the street.” 

Mulligan observes that there are 
six banks in town. “We do well here, 
and very well against Fleet, and I can’t 
imagine anyone coming in and really 
disrupting the competitive market,” 
he says.

Fichter says. 

“People don’t like change, and if the 
corporate powers involved are sensi- 
tive to that, they'll go into it knowing 
they have to prove themselves.” 

They get a bit of help from the fact 
that neither Fleet nor BankBoston are 
allowed to try to woo them back. 

That doesn’t mean customers can’t

so choose. “Customers can ultimately 
do with their funds what they wish,” | 
says Fleet spokesman Jim Schepker. 
“But we will ask customers to contin- 
ue at that (the acquiring bank’s) facili- 
ty, and we can take no steps to per- 
suade them to come back.” 

Meanwhile, he says, “the new bank 
will be very eager to keep their new 
customers.” 

According to Fichter, history shows 
that only about 4 to 5 percent of cus- 
tomers leave during a merger of this 


type. 

Those who do leave tend to do so, he 
says, “if there is a discontinuity in the 
types of accounts that are available. If 
there is enormous confusion, then you 
might tend to lose more. But every 
bank that enters into something like 
this is aware of that.” 

Banking customers, he says, tend to 
be slow to change. “There is tremen- 
dous inertia in banking,” he says. “It’s. 
not like trying a new restaurant. 

“But once they change,” he says, | 
“they usually change for good.”

His family home on Alonesos Way in Andover 
is about 100 yards from the third fairway at Indian 
Ridge Country Club. 

Proximity, and the gentle prodding of his dad 
Jim — an avid golfer for several decades — are the 
main reasons Rob Oppenheim gravitated towards 
golf at an early age. 

“T’ve lived a wedge shot from Indian Ridge all 
my life,” confirmed Oppenheim. “When I was six 
or seven I began tagging along with my father and 
older brother (Ken) whenever they played.” 

Twelve years later Oppenheim has built quite a 
resume on the links, including an impressive start 
to this Summer of 1999. 

Recently the 19-year-old Wonder Kid, who fin- 
ished his freshman year at Rollins College in Win- 
ter Park, Fla. last month, fired a one 
under par 71 at Mt. Pleasant Golf Club 
in Lowell during the first round of the 
74th annual Lowell City Tournament. 

The following day the former 
Andover High standout golfer/base- 
ball player/basketball player carded a 
blistering five-under 67 at Long Mead- 
ow GC in Lowell during the second § 
round. 

That 36hole total of 138 gave 
Oppenheim, a dual member at Indian 
Ridge and Long Meadow, a four-stroke 
lead over a 48-player field entering the 
final round of the 54-hole Lowell tour- 
ney. 

Between the second and third 
rounds in Lowell, which are four days 
apart, Oppenheim also shot 71-70-71 for 
a 212 at Wellesley Country Club in the 
prestigious Mass. Open. 

That impressive total left him tied 
for 14th place — six strokes behind 
winner Kevin Quinn of Charles River § 
CC (a 33-year-old stockbrocker). 

Oppenheim was second low ama- 
teur after 36 holes at the Mass. Open, 
and carded a 33 on the front nine dur- 
ing the final round. He fell out of the 
championship hunt when he bogeyed 
the final three holes. 

Because he did so well at the Mass. 
Open, the talented linksman was unable to com- 
plete play at the Lowell Cities, whose final round 
was the same day as the last round of the Open. 

Oppenheim had a 10:10 a.m. tee time in the 
Mass. Open, and a 2 p.m. tee time the same after- 
noon 35 miles away in the Lowell Cities. 

It was an unsolvable logistical nightmare that 
forced Oppenheim to make a decision. 

“I felt awful about the conflict,” he said. “I 
wanted to play in both tournaments but there was- 
n't enough time to get from one place to the other. 

“I talked to Dave Lane (pro at Indian Ridge) and 
my father and decided it was better to go to the 
Open,” said Oppenheim. “It was a tough decision.” 


Prrerrrrrrri i 
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Before this year the scratch golfer had never 
competed in the Lowell City Tournament, attempt- 
ed to qualify for it, or even attended a round as a 
fan. 

His 138 in Lowell stands the best two-round 
score ever in the 74-year history of the venerable 
event, and his 67 at Long Meadow tied the best 
tourney round ever shot at that course. 

It also eclipsed by two strokes the best round 
Oppenheim had ever shot at Long Meadow in his

four years as a member. 

Had Oppenheim been able to finish the Lowell 
Cities, he had a good chance of breaking Phil 
Smith’s tourney record of 213 set in 1994. 

Smith is now a professional golfer playing PGA 
satellite tour events and local tournies like the 
Mass. Open. Irony of all ironies, Smith was Oppen- 
heim’s playing partner in the final round of the 
Mass. Open. 

Back at Lowell, with Oppenheim and his four- 
stroke lead out of the picture, five-time defending 
and nine-time overall Lowell tourney champ Doug 
Parigian — a 40-year-old trial lawyer from Lowell 
— went on to win by four shots. 

Oppenheim played Vesper for the first time a 
week ago Sunday in anticipation of being able to 
finish the Lowell tourney. 

“Vesper is a great course,” he said. 
“T hit two or three balls on every shot 
rather than keeping an actual score. 
It’s one of the most challenging courses 
I've played — especially the closing 
holes from 14 through 18.”

Oppenheim’s plight, not of his own 
making, drew sympathy from the head 
pros at both Long Meadow and Indian 
Ridge. 

“T've argued for years they should 
change the dates of the Lowell Cities so 
it wouldn’t conflict with the Mass. 
Open,” said Long Meadow’s Gene Man- 
ley. “Rob being unable to play both 
tournaments was a shame. Maybe they 
(Lowell tourney committee) will look 
at a switch more seriously now.” 

“The kid was devastated about the 
predicament,” said IRCC pro Lane. 
“He never thought he’d play so well in 
both tournaments — leading one and 
in serious contention in the other. 

“Living in Andover, and having 
| never played in or attended the Lowell 
Cities before this year, Rob was 
unaware how popular it is (in the Low- 
ell area). He didn’t know the publicity 


Adds Manley: “If it was the Bangor 
Open in Maine, no one would care. Rob made the 
right choice. You don’t pull out of the Mass. Open, 
the premiere golfing event in the state, to play in 
the Lowell Cities. 
“Heck, if Rob had put together an incredible 
round and shot a 65 he could have won the damn 
thing (Mass. Open),” added Manley. 
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Oppenheim’s biggest strength on the golf 
course is his ability to stay out of trouble. 

“T have to be consistent because I’m not long off 
the tee and I’m not an unbelievable putter,” he 
said. “I’ve putted well recently. I didn’t have a 
three-putt green in the first two rounds in Lowell, 
and I didn’t have a bogey at Long Meadow.” 

Oppenheim rates Lowell and the local equiva- 
lent, the Eagle-Tribune-sponsored Rogers Tourna- 
ment, as two of his favorites. 

He has played the Rogers twice and last sum- 
mer finished 10th. He recently shot a qualifying- 
round 66 at IRCC for the 1999 Rogers, a 72-hole test 
scheduled to begin July 15 at Haverhill CC. 

“The two tournaments are very similar,” said 
Oppenheim. “They’re equally nerve-wracking and 
competitive — but also a lot of fun. “Because 


they’re played locally there are many friends and 
neighbors in the gallery — so you better not screw 
up or you'll hear about it for a long time.”

“When I was younger I was big into baseball,” 
said the former AHS All-Conference second base- 
man, who played golf in the fall and baseball in the 
spring in high school. He was also a point-guard 
on the varsity basketball team. 

“I made the big decision when I was 16 to con- 
centrate on golf, instead of Legion baseball, in the 
summer. My game started getting better pretty 
quickly after that.” 

Oppenheim is reigning junior club champ at 
Long Meadow. He also placed third in the men’s 
club championship at Indian Ridge last summer 
and played against a national field in junior tour- 
naments in Virginia and on Cape Cod.

He was the No. 1 golfer at Andover High for two 
years (1996 and 1997), and competed for four 
straight Merrimack Valley Conference champi- 
onship teams and a Division 1 All-State runner-up. 

He finished with more than 50 head-to-head 
wins in high school, and was second in the MVC 
Individual Championships twice as a junior and 
senior. 

He placed second in the MIAA North Sectional 
Qualifier and third in the All-State Division 1 Indi- 
viduals as a senior. 

At Rollins, Oppenheim was the only freshman 
starter and was named Sunshine State Conference 
Freshman-of-the-Year by vote of the league coaches 
and sports information directors. The league 
includes eight Florida colleges. 

Playing at No. 3 or 4, he finished with a stroke 
average of 75.0 over 23 rounds. 

During the fall season he tied for 14th at the 
Lynn Invitational with a 54hole score of 219, and 
shot 216 over three rounds at the Stetson Intercolle- 
giate Tournament to tie for 12th place. 

In the spring Oppenheim heated up with an 
individual victory at the Pine Needles Tournament 
in Southern Pines, N.C. He finished in the top 5 
twice, top 10 three times and top 20 four times. 

“We were ranked among the Top 10 teams in 
(NCAA) Division 2 most of the spring. We won four 
tournaments, but choked in the regionals and did- 
n’t make the National Championship. 

“I love playing college golf. I was on the course 
five or six times a week and we did a lot of travel- 
ing.” 

Oppenheim has not declared a major yet but is 
leaning towards economics. 
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Former Lowell City Tournament champ (1977) 
and current Indian Ridge pro Dave Lane predicted 
two weeks ago that Oppenheim would win at Low- 
ell. 

“He’s been playing so well and he’s coming off a 
year of playing every day in Florida,” explained 
Lane. “It just made sense.”

Joe Miller, golf director at Indian Ridge and 
Lowell champ in 1973 and 1975, has observed 
Oppenheim’s maturation as a golfer over the last 
11 years. 

“He’s worked real hard at it — especiaily since 
he stopped playing baseball,” said Miller. “Obvi- 
ously, competing at the college level hasn’t hurt 
matters, either. 

“He hits the ball straight off the tee, is a decent

irons player and a very good putter. His short 
game is excellent. 

“On the 17th hole at Long Meadow in the Low- 
ell Cities, he came within inches of chipping in 
from a tough lie off the green. 

“The only thing that might bother Rob in a 
tourney like Lowell or the Rogers is the crowd,” 
said Miller. “He just hasn’t had the time to acquire 
the experience some of the older players have com- 
peting in front of a large gallery.”

“Crowds don’t bother Rob,” said Manley. “I like 
his composure. It’s rare for a kid his age not to get 
flustered in a big tournament — but he doesn’t.” 

“When I miss a shot I try not to let it get to me,” 
said Oppenheim. “I start to concentrate on the next 
one.” 

“As a high school golfer Rob played kids from 
all the MVC towns,” said Manley. “I don’t know 
one opponent who didn’t look up to him — both as 
a player and individual. 

“The kid is approachable. His head is on 
straight. He has ability and he’s not pompous 
about it.” 

Because Oppenheim played so well in his first 
Lowell tourney, some people who had never heard 
of him mistakenly thought he was “recruited” by 
Long Meadow officials. 

“Rob is not a ‘ringer.’ We didn’t recruit this 
kid,” said Manley. “We have 100 junior members at 
Long Meadow and Rob is one of them. 

“He has a couple friends (former Andover High 
golf and baseball teammates Kevin Barry and 
Christian Sempere) who are members here. That’s 
why he joined. 

“Sometimes it’s hard to play evenings at Indian 
Ridge because they have a lot of outings and chari- 
ty tournaments,” said Oppenheim.

The people: Most of the 114,000 
residents of the U.S. Virgin Islands live 
on St. Thomas, St. John and St. Croix, 
although there are 65 other smaller 
islands, most uninhabited. The 
residents are U.S. citizens and mostly 
African-descended, with a transient 
group of several thousand white 
“mainlanders.” 

Getting there: Depending on the 
season, roundtrip tickets from San 
Juan, Puerto Rico to St. Thomas cost 
$100-$150, and from Miami or New York 
$350-$650, though special offers 
sometimes go as low as $180 round-trip 
from Miami. U.S. citizens need two 
photo IDs, such as a driving license, 
though a passport is recommended. 
Most others need passports and U.S. 
visas. The currency is the U.S. dollar. 

Getting around: The best way to 
get around the islands is by renting a 
car, which are plentiful but more 
expensive than on the U.S. mainland. 
Renting a bicycle is an option for the 
fit. A big bargain is the ferry from St. 
Thomas to St. John, $8 one-way. 
There's a seaplane to St. Croix several 
times a day for about $110 round-trip. 

Lodging: Although short of the 
mega-resorts that have sprung up 
elsewhere in the Caribbean, the U‘S. 
Virgin Islands offer a range of hotels, 
with double rooms for $140-$300 a night. 
Some offer tennis and many have a 
pool.

Point Resort Hotel, which overlooks 
spectacular Magens Bay. On St. John 
there is a Hyatt, a campground near 


Cruz Bay, and the Caneel Bay 
Plantation _ built by Laurence 
Rockefeller in the 1950s. On St. Croix, 
good, inexpensive bets are the King's 
Alley and the Caravelle, right on the 
wharf of Christiansted where the 
seaplane arrives. 

Things to do: All the islands offer a 
variety of water sports and equipment 
to rent, along with numerous beautiful 
beaches for those inclined to just loll. 

Sunset cruises, at about $40, are a 
favorite. The islands boast the largest 
power yacht charter fleet and sport 
fishing fleet in the Caribbean. St. 
John's offers good hiking trails (make 
sure to take insect repellent) and 
several coral reefs for snorkelers. Buck 
Island, off St. Croix, is the only 
underwater U.S. national park, with 
trails covering some of its 850 acres 
that includes coral reefs (recovering

slowly from hurricane damage) and 
shoals of exotic fish. 

Ask the tourism office about the 
annual carnival in April, and about 
some of the world-class regattas. 

Dining: There is no shortage of 
reasonably priced restaurants. In St. 
Thomas, tourists and locals favor the 
Greenhouse, which offers West Indian 
fare such as jerked chicken alongside 
continental dishes for about $10-$15 a 
plate. At night it becomes the hottest 
spot in town, attracting a mix of 


tourists, ship crew members, and 
locals. Cafe Normandie in_ the 
Frenchtown quarter serves, 


appropriately, fine but more expensive 
French cuisine. The local Chart House 
and Hard Rock Cafe are among the best 
these chains offer. U.S. fast-food chains 
are everywhere. 

St. John's Cruz Bay area, and the 
streets along the wharf in 
Christiansted, St. Croix, both offer a 
host of fine seafood restaurants — try 
the lobster at Club Comanche — and 
well-stocked bars. 

When to go: The Virgin Islands 
enjoy almost perfect weather year- 
round, although August can _ be 
oppressively hot. The best time to go is 
November-March, when the 
temperatures average around 77.

Not the least of the benefits, 
Schlageter said, is the strengthening of 
personal and family relations. “These 
make it possible to deepen the very 
important bonds between husband and 
wife, and parents and children,” he 
said. 

Retreats are commonly practiced by 
many faiths, he notes. They’re easy to 
find by checking with your local 
church, synagogue, mosque, or temple.
